Jurisdiction  of  the  Port 

The  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  as 
defined  by  the  Order  constituting  the  Authority  are  as  follow  s:- 

"All  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  land- 
ward side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  the  Mumbles  Point  to 
the  South  eastern  extremity  of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  to- 
gether with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea,  within  such 
limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers, 
channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits, 
and  the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed 
as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the 
said  Port  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  for 
the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port 
under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases 
issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  any  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to 
any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given 
thereunder,  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed 
thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither.  "

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Swansea  Port  Health  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1958. 

This  report  is  the  85th  Annual  Report  and  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  Article  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations,  1935,  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  33/52  (form  Port  20), 
and  Circular  Letter  M/H.  Ref:  5A.  93004/3/ 1 C.  1958. 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  which  entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Authority  during  the  year  was  5,  367, 895,  as  compared  with 
5,  549,  193  tons  in  1957,  whilst  the  number  of  vessels  was  6,  927. 

This  decline  of  170  vessels  entering  the  ports  is  not  appreciable,  con- 
sidering the  number  of  vessels  laid  up  in  British  ports  owing  to  the  recess- 
ion in  the  world  freight  market. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  health  conditions  on  board  vessels  arriving 
at  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  have  been  very  good. 

Three  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported,  viz:- 

One  case  of  Malaria 
One  case  of  Measles 
One  case  of  Tuberculosis 

No  case  of  plague,  cholera,  smallpox,  typhus,  yellow  fever  or 
relapsing  fever  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

The  Tubercolosis  X-Ray  scheme  which  has  been  initiated  here  continues 
to  work  satisfactorily. 

On  the  1st  June,  1958  the  Clean  Air  Act  - The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958  came  into  operation.  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  only  one  case  of  infringement  of  the  above  Regulations  occurred, 
which  was  abated  immediately  on  representation  by  the  Authority's 
inspector. 

On  the  1st  May  this  year  Messrs.  Sir  Jas.  German  & Son,  Ltd.  , 
commenced  shipments  of  coal  from  the  wharf  at  Neath  Abbey  on  the  Neath 
River.

The  Municipal  supply  and  that  from  the  Cwmbrombil 
Reservoir,  the  latter  being  under  the  control  of  the 
British  Transport  Commission. 

All  water  from  the  above  mentioned  sources  is  chlorinated. 

(b)  Water  mains  are  laid  throughout  all  the  areas  of  the 
respective  ports.  Hydrants  are  placed  conveniently  for  the 
supplying  of  vessels.

PULMONARY  TUBERCOLOSIS 

m.  v.  "Scottish  Lion"  from  Bandar  Mashur  arrived  19th  November, 
1958.

1.  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

All  vessels  arriving  are  systematically  searched  for  the  presence  or 
absence  of  rats,  which  is  carried  out  by  a rat- searcher  working  in 
conjunction  with  and  under  the  guidance  of  the  Inspector.  The  inspection 
is  first  performed  on  vessels  due  for  renewal  of  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  issued  in  accordance  with  Article  52  of  the  International 

Sanitary  Regulations  and  inquiries  are  always  made  as  to  mortality 
amongst  rats  onboard  ships. 

Continual  inspection  and  diagnostic  trapping  is  carried  out  by  the 
rat- searcher.  During  the  discharge  of  cargo,  vessels  are  re-visited  and 
searched  for  rats,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  a vessel  arriving 
from  a plague  infected  or  suspected  port. 

Rodent  Infestation

Food  Inspection 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 
Public  Health  (imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937  &c  1948 

At  the  fish  market,  443  tons  of  mixed  fish,  chiefly  from  the  fishing 
grounds  off  the  Irish  Coast  were  landed.  All  fish  is  inspected  at  the  time  of 
landing.  Condemned  or  unsold  fish  and  fish  offal  is  removed  daily  to  the 
fish  meal  factory,  to  be  converted  into  fish  manure,  etc. 

Other  foods  inspected  were  grain  and  flour  64,254  tons,  general 
merchandise  which  includes  potatoes,  sugar,  margarine,  butter,  cooking 
fats,  canned  meat,  canned  fruit,  coffee  essence,  pickling  cabbage,  onions, 
biscuits  and  confectionery,  138,  128  tons.  All  were  found  in  good  condition, 
except  small  quantities  damaged  by  sea  or  other  causes.  All  unsound  food 
with- held  from  human  consumption  was,  with  few  exceptions,  disposed  of 
locally,  when  sent  to  another  district,  the  consent  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  receiving  district  is  first  obtained. 


Deep  sea  trawlers  have  discontinued  landing  fish  at  this  port,  which  is 
greatly  regretted.  Small  inshore  fishing  craft  continue  to  land  fish.
